Secretary Hughes will address 
a few words of welcome to the 
foreign delegates, but it has not 
yet been decided whether there 
would be any replies.

Briand being the only Premier 
present should speak in the name 
of all, but it was, thought that 
this is not possible as each coun- 
try has an attitude toward the 
conference, not entirely identical 
to ‘thé others.

ROME ISOLATED AND 
IN PARTIAL DARKNESS 
BECAUSE OF STRIKE 


Railroads Stopped Because 
Workmen Object to Con- 
vention in Progress in City.

ROME, Nov. 10.—Rome is com- 
pletely isolated by reason’ of a gen- 
eral strike called by the Chamber of 
Labor because of differences between 
the railway workers and the Fascisti, 
who are holding a convention in 
Rome. 

No trains are arriving Or leaving 
the cit?*arid partial darkness pre- 
vails owing to the electric light 
workers having quit their jobs. 

Some of the workmén’s organiza- 
tions at meétings voted in favor of a 
continuance of the strike until all 
the Fascisti attending the convention 
leave Rome. 

“How will they leave if no trains 
are running?’ asked one of the 
leaders. 

“Let them arrange that,’’ was the 
reply. 

It was decided that the strike 
should continue until further orders. 

The Fascisti are holding parades, 
but aside from some disorder during 
the day between railway men and 
the Fascisti the city is calm. Strong 
patrols of carbineers and _ royal 
guards are on the streets. 

Owing to the strike of the elec- 
trical workers, Premier Bonomi this 
evening was compelled to receive 
visitors and attend to his duties by 
candlelight. The huge offic ebuild- 
ing where he is installed tonight was 
illuminated throughout by candles.

Real Cost of Battleships. 


David Kreyling, secretary-organ- 
izer of the Central Trades and Labor 
Union, made the longest speech of 
the evening, and quoted statistics 
furnished by the Disarmament Edu- 
cational Committee of the American 
Federation of Labor as to the cost 
of battleships and big guns, in terms 
of schools, homes, roads and public 
improvements. He dwelt particu- 
larly on the need for schools, and 
said that, while now many working- 
men are not able to send their chil- 
dren to high schools, they favor 
keeping up the high schools and 
universities, so that when they suc- 
ceed in getting their full share of 
the receipts of industry they can 
educate their children better than 
at present. He outlined the aims of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
mentioning particularly its opposi- 
tion to child labor, and said that 
peaceful settlement of international 
disputes might be followed by more 
general adoption of peaceful meth- 
ods of settijng industrial differ- 
ences. 

F. W. A. Vesper, newly elected 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, commenting on the figures 
cited by Kreyling, said the labor 
union people were good at figuring, 
and he cited some of Kreyling’s fig- 
ures in support of his own conclu- 
He illustrated, by a neighbor- 
hood aHegory of dogs, guns and 
quarrelsome neighbors, what may re- 
sult from competitive armament. 

Mrs. Gellhorn also cited figures, 
particularly the estimate that the 
present military and naval program 
of the United States will cost, in a 
40-year period, about the same as 
the $30,000,000,000 reparations that 
Germany will be required to pay 
within that time. 


“War No Longer Has Glamour.” 

“We have done with war because 
it has become economically impos- 
sible,’’ she said. “War no longer 
has a glamour. We know it is hell, 
and we want no more of it. It 
brings crime waves; it does not make 
men better—the fine men who have 
come back are fine men in spite of 
the war, not because of it. There is 
no limit to war; we invented new 
horrors in potson gas, and were 
ready to destroy Berlin with Lew- 
isite gas and to use germs and rays

war will be not of armies, but of 
nations.

‘“‘We speak primarily to our own 
representatives at Washington, but 
as we have invited the other nations, 
we have the right to speak to their 
representatives, too. Back of them 
are the rising democracies of the 
world, with which we are united.

“Plebiscite for Peace.” 

“The conference is the first meet- 
ing of the world’s democracies; if it 
is not successful, it may be the last. 
We have stretched our hands across 
the seas, asking a pledge of brother- 
hood. We are. about to hold a 
plebiscite of peace. Let us hope that 
the gentle spirit of peace will con- 
quer the world, and that of‘its king- 
dom ‘there shal] be no end.”

an asylum in Austria for about a 
year for killing a boy, when he was 
13 years old, and that he was re- 
leased with the understanding that 
he would be taken to America. ; 

Kanapes shot Johanna Wimmer 
in the bedroom of their two-room 
home on June 21 last. Hig mother, 
Mrs. Julia Kanapes, was preparing 
breakfast in the other room and had 
when she 
heard two shots. Running in, she 
found Johanna shot in the head in 
two places, and her son holding a 
-22 caliber revolver. As she entered 
he fired a shot at his own head, but 
inflicted only a superficial wound of 
the forehead. | 

There was no evidence at the trial 
to show a motive for the killing. The 
girl had not been attacked. - Johan- 
na's mother, Mrs. Eugenia Wimmer, 
lived at 1512 South Third street, 
and had paid for her daughter's 
board at the Kanapes home since the 
child was 18 months old, because she 
herself was working and could not 
care for the girl. 

Testimony of Mother. 

Mrs. Kanapes, who is the wife of 
Thomas Kanapes, her son's stepfa- 
ther, testified that her son’s own fa- 
ther had been confined in an insane 
asylum in Austria years ago. She 
admitted the illegitimacy of her son. 
She told how Carl had worked stead- 
ily in factories and elsewhere mos* 
of the time after coming to this 
country, and said he was an inveter- 
ate reader. 

Dr. James F. McFadden, an alien- 
ist, testified he had examined Kan- 
apes and found, by the Binet test, 
that he possessed the mind of a 10- 
year-old child. The physician said 
it was evident Kanapes had _  suf- 
fered mental deterioration and that 
he was not a safe person to be at 
large. He said the family had told 
him that Carl had attempted to kill 
hisnself by cutting his wrists when 
he was apprehended for killing the 


boy in Austria.

“Settling” World’s Affairs 
Without Germany and Russia. 


They were settled so magnificently 
and badly that now the Washington 
conference, whatever limitations it 
may propose to set upon itself, has 
in effect to review and, if it can, 
mend or replace that appalling set- 
tlement. The Washington confer- 
ence has practically to revise the 
verdicts of Versailles, in a fresher 
air and with a wider outlook. 

I do not know how near future 
historians May come to saying that 
the Washington conference was 
rlanned in imitation of that Ver- 
sailles conference, but it certainly 
dces start out with one most un- 
fertunate resemblance.

If Germany Is Ruined 
Most of Europe Is Ruined. 


First let us recall certain points 
about Germany. The German people 
occupy the most central position in 
Purope; they exceed in numbers any 
other European people except the 
Russians; their educational level] has 
been as high or higher than any 
other people in the world; they are, 
as a people, honest, industrious and 
intelligent; upon their social and po- 
litical well-being and economic pros- 
perity the prosperity of Britain, 
Scandinavia, Russia, Italy—and in a 
lesser degree France—depends. It is 
impossible to destroy such a people, 
it is impossible to wipe them off the 
map, but it is possible to ruin them 


in Any Effort to Set the 
World in Order Is Futile. 


Germany is ruined most of Europe 
is ruined. 

Germany has been overthrown in 
& great war, and it will be well to 
recall here certain elementary facts 
about that war. Under a particular- 
ly aggressive and offensive im perial- 
ist system the Germans were plunged 
into conflict with most of the rest of 
the civilized world. But it was re- 
peatedly declared by the British and 
by the Americans, if not by others of 
the combatants, that they fought not 
against the German people but 
against this German imperialism. 
The British war propaganda in par- 
ticuMr did its utmost to saturate Ger- 
many with that assurance and to 
‘hold out the promise of generous 
|treatment and a complete restora- 
tion of friendship provided there was 
a German renunciation of imperial- 


‘ism and militarism. 


Germany, exhausted and beaten, 
surrendered in 1918 upon the 
strength of these promises and upon 
the similar promises implied in Pres- 
ident Wilson’s Fourteen Points. The 
declared ends of the war had been 
achieved. The Kaiser bolted, and 
Germany repented of him publicly 
and unequivocally. 

Time to Call the Best 
German Minds for Advice. 

But the conference at Versailles 
treated these promises that had been 
made to Germany as mere “scraps 
of paper.” The peace imposed upon 
the young German republic was a 
punitive peace, exactly as punitive as 
though there were still a Kaiser in 
Berlin; it was a vindictive reversal 
of the Franco-German treaty of 


1871 without a shred of recognition 


|or tolerance for the chastened Ger- 
‘many that faced her 
The Germans were dealt with as a 
‘race of moral monsters, though no 


conquerors. 


one in his senses really believes they 
are very different, man for man, 
from English, French or American 
people; every German was held to be 
individually responsible for the war, 
though every Frenchman, English- 
man and American knows that 
when one’s country fights one has 
to fight, and it is quite natural to 
fight for it whether it is in the right 
or not; and a sustained attack of 
oppressive occupations, dismember- 
ment, and impossible demands was 
begun and still goes on upon the 
shattered German civilization— 
which is at least as vitally neces- 
sary to the world as the French. 
The British and French nationalist 
press openly confess that they do 
not intend to give Germany a chance 
of recovery. The European allies 


body of Germany for three years:

It is high time that this barbaric 
insanity, this prolongation of the 
combat after surrender, should cease 
and that the best minds and wills of 
Germany and the very reasonable re. 
publican government she has set up 
for herself should be called into con- 
sultation. I could wish that Wash- 
ington could so far rise above Ver- 
sailles as presently to make that in- 
vitation. Sooner or later it will have 
to be made if the peace of the world 
is to be secured. 


Absence of Russia From 
Conference Graver Error 


The absence of Russia from the 
Washington Conference is an even 
graver , weakness. People seem to 
have forgotten altogether how the 
| Russians bore the brunt of the open- 
ing years of the great war. Their 
rapid offensive in 1914 saved Paris 
and saved the little British 4rmy 
from a disastrous retreat to the‘sea. 
The debt of gratitude Britain and 
France, owe to Russia’s “Unknown 
Warrior,” that poor unhonored hero 
and martyr, is incalculable. 
Russia Gérmany would probably 
have won the war outright before the 
end of 1916. It was the blood and 
suffering of the. Russian people 


saved victory for the allies; those in- | 


credible soldiers fought often with- 
out artillery support, without rifle 
ammunition, without boots or food, 
under conditions almost inconceivy- 
able to the well-supplied French and 
British and Americans of the west- 
ern front.

Do a Righteous International Act and the 
Great War Quickly Justified His Stand. 


Congress asking for the repeal of the 
Panama tolls came about in this way: 
I was notified after dinner one eve- 
ning that the President wished to 
confer with me in his stuéy. When 
I arrived at the White House Mrs. 
Wilson met me and informed me of 
the plan which the President had in 
mind with reference to this matter 
and of his decision to issue a state- 
ment that night, which would be car- 
ried in the newspapers the following 
morning, and of his determination 
to address Congress, asking for a re- 
peal of the Panama tolls. Mrs. Wil- 
son showed a great deal of excite- 
ment over the President’s proposed 
step when she discussed the matter 
with me as I arrived at the White 
House. She said she had argued with 
the President and had tried to per- 
suade him that if he intended to do 
so unusual a thing, now was the in- 
opportune moment for it, for the rea- 
son that it would create a party cri- 
‘gis and probably a split, the result 
of which we could not foresee. 


When I went into the President’s 
study he read me the announcement 
he had prepared for the papers. The 
full significance and the possible dan- 
ger which lay in the proposed move 
that the President was about to 
make struck me at once. Frankly I 
put the whole political situation in 
the country before him as it would 
be affected by his attitude in this 
matter, saying to him that the stand 
he was about to take would irritate 
large blocks of Irish, German and 
other anti-British elements in the 
country, and that we might expect 
that the leaders in our own party, 
the heads of the various committees, 
like Fitzgerald of Appropriations, 
Underwood of the Ways and Means, 
and Clark, the Speaker of the 
House, would be found in solid oppo- 
sition and that at a time when we 
needed every bit of strength to put 
our party program of domestic iegis- 
lation into effect, it seemed to me 
unwise to inject this matter, which 
could only be a disturbing element, 
into our party’s councils. 


Disregarding Personal Fortunes. 


In discussing the matter with me, 
after I had presented the objections 
to it, which I did with great feeling 
‘and probably some irritation, he said: 
| “I know the view you would take 
of it, but, unfortunately every argu- 
ment you lay before me in opposition 
to the program I have outlined in 
this statement is purely a partisan 
one and one whose value I cannot 
recognize at this time. I must not 
count the effect of a move of this 
'kind upon my own personal political 
fortunes. I am the trustee of hun- 
dreds of millions of people, and I am 
bound to take cognizance of the fact 
that by reason of our attitude on 
Panama tolls our treaties are dis- 
credited in every chancellory of Eu- 
rope, where we are looked upon as a 
nation that does not live up to its 
plighted word. We may have made 
a very bad bargain with England on 
Panama tolls, but it will be all the 
more credit to us if we stand by an 
greement, even when it entails a 
sacrifice on our part. The men who 
were parties to this treaty, like Jo-

been inculging in hair splitting and 
\that we have done a great injustice 
to England. I ought not, therefore, 
to be afraid, because of the antag- 
onism that will be created, to do my 
duty and risk my political future, if 
necessary, in righting a great wrong. 
We cannot expect to hold the friend- 
ship of the world, especially of En- 
gland, France and Japan, if we are 
to treat agreements not as inviolable 
contracts, but as mere matters of 
convenience, whose plain terms are 
to be ignored when matters of expe- 
idiency dictate.

Opposition in His Party. 


On March 5, 1914, the President 
addressed Congress and asked for a 
repeal of Panama tolls, and immedi- 
ately the fierce fires of party opposi- 
tion began to burn. His party lead- 
ers, expressed their opposition to the 
renewal in open, honorahle and vig- 
orous fashion and the fight was on. 
Now that the leading Democrats in 
the Senate and House had left us, it 
was necessary for us to reorganize 
our forces at once. This task de- 
volved upon me and I immediately 
got in touch with younger men of 
the House, like Mitchell Palmer, 
Judge Covington, and that sturdy 
Republican from Minnesota, Fred 
Stevens,. and overnight we had a 
militant organization in the trenches, 
prepared to meet the onslaught of 
our enemies. 

The President was adamant under 
the bitterest criticism. His attitude 
brought down on him a shower of 
personal abuse and vituperation from 
Irish organs and from a group of 
newspapers which presently were to 
appear as the chief supporters of 
Germany. The arguments against the 
repeal were unusually bitter and 
even though Elihu Root, leading Re- 
publican Senator, took his stand by 
the President and against the recent 
Republican administration, partisan 
criticism seized upon the opening. 
Nevertheless, the tolls exemption was 
repealed’ in June and the events of 
July and August, 1014, and especially 
after Von Bethmann-Hollweg stood 
up in the German Relchstag and 
characterized the treaty between 
Germany and Belgium as a meére 
scrap of paper, gave a certain satis- 
faction to those who stood by the 
President for the sanctity of treaties. 

Perhaps a year after this matter 
had been disposed of, and before 
America became engaged in the 
World War, President Wilson re- 
marked, “When everything’ else 
about this administration has been 
forgotten, its attitude on the Panama 
tolls treaty will be remembered as a 
long, forward step in the process of 
making the conduct between nations 
the same_as that which obtains be- 
tween honorable individuals dealing 
with each other, scrupulously re- 
specting their contracts, no matter 
what the cost.”

After every municipal election in a great city that 
goes, by popular will, against the actual interest of 
the people, the political doctors retreat to their labo- 
ratories and endeavor once more to fathom the un- 
fathomable—the mentality of the voter which con- 
nives @ civic suicide.

ices rendered them by city governments, such as, in 
New York, the roping off of city streets in certain 
blocks to make it safe for the play of children. In 
other words, city governments that win elections, in- 
stead of being righteous and efficient, are thoughtful 
and politic.
